The American Reds got their new 
marching orders when the Cornin-! 
form met In Bucharest last sum ­ 
mer. There. Soviet vic**-prcmh*r M. 
Molotov passed along the word on 
the new policy, which had been 
decided upon by Stalin aud tie* 
Soviet Politburo. 
William Z. Foster, chairman of 
tie* Communist party in this coun­ 
try. wasted no time in acknowledg­ 
ing the new dictum. 
Ile wrote a 
letter to the coininform. published 
ill tile August ll issue of the Com- 
inform 
Journal^ 
promising 
that 
I’. S. Reds would follow it to tile 
i*est of their ability. 
The letter, we might point out. 
would seem to belie the defense 


put up tty the ll Communist lead­ 
ers 
w ho 
were 
convit ted 
last 
spring of trying to overthrow the 
governm ent 
the defense th a t they 
took no orders from the Kremlin 
and that they had no relations with 
it. 


Since August, cs pc* tally in Ohio, 
the Communists have bo* n practi­ 
cing what Stalin preached. On or­ 
ders from (His Halt. * huirman of 
the Communist party in Ohio, the 
Reds in that state helped organize 
a coalition ut labor leaders urn! 
Communist-controlled 
fronts 
to 
take over the Dem ocratic party 
aud show the politicians how to 
heat Senator Taft 
In recent years 
roughly, since 
about the time Germany attacked 
Russia in 
1941 
the Communists 
have I 
ti making a frontal assault 
in trying to put over Stalin's revo­ 
lution here. They have been run­ 
ning their own candidates for office 
and keeping prominent comrades in 
th** front tanks of any or gas I ta 
thins they u»ok over, 
The new orders, however, put 
them huck on tile m ick that was 
laid out by George Dimitrov, who 


was general secretary of the Com­ 
munist International in 1939. 
Dimitrov said what the U. S. 
needed was a “people’s democracy." 
Sin h a party, he said, “would be a 
•pc* I fie form of the mass people's 
front in America. 
It would, of 
course, 
he 
neither 
socialist nor 
communist 
hut it must not he an 
unti-Commutilst party." 
Foster has refined the Dimitrov 
plan largely because of the success 
of the Labor government in Kng* 
land 
In picking the Democratic 
party in Ohio for a test run of the 
new Kremlin orders. Foster put the 
comrades to work through the poll* 
ti< al action committee of the V Lo. 
This is exactly what Dimitrov had 
in mind in 193R when he said 
“Comrades, you remember the 
ancient talc of th** capture of Troy. 
It w as not until the attacking army 
used th** fatuous Trojan horse to 
penetrate to the very heart of the 
enemy’s camp that 
victory 
was 
achieved.** 
Iii writing ha»k his acceptance 
of th** new tactics, Foster told the 
Kremlin, via the Coniinform Jour­ 
nal. that the best way to do Staling 
bidding would be to create a labor 
government such as they have in 
Kng land. 
“ We must nationalise the banks 
and industries, break up big land 
holdings, promote a planned econo­ 
my 
and 
eliminate 
reactionaries 


from all state governments.” Fos­ 
ter advised the t'omlnform. 
To do this, he said, will require 
“clear leadership from a powerful 
Communist party and the active 
support of the trade unions and 
all tither People’s organisations.” 
Foster’s lieutenant. Halt. followed 
this line clearlv when he sold the 
comrades on the idea of taking over 
from the Democrats in Ohio and 
setting up the "peoples party” to 
beat Senator Taft 
lty harrowing Into b aal organi­ 
zations of the Democratic party, 
usually through the P A C . or so­ 
called liberal organizations such 
as Americans for democratic ac­ 
tion. the R eds hope to keep their 
heads down and attract as little 
public attention as possible. 
The plan is working well in Ohio 
and is beginning to function in New 
York and Illinois. Regular Demo­ 
crats are taking their orders from 
the Communists, probably without 
even knowing it in most case* Us­ 
ually a well-known liberal does 
the talking for the Reds. 
Ruck in 19.19 the Communists In 
the I*. S. were hiding out In b a se­ 
ments, much as they are tieing In­ 
structed to do now 
Tills was diir 
Ing the time of the llitler-Htalln 
I tad, The pact Irked the late Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt so much that lie had 
old Karl Brow der picked up on 
an ancient passport fraud charge 
Browder was tossed Into the Fed 


oral penitentiary In Atlanta, where 
he stayed until Roosevelt relented 
and treed him In 1941 “to promote 
national unity.” This was shortly 
after the littler attach on the So­ 
v ie t Union. 
The Reds. of course, blossomed 
out Into the open again after that 
Such persons as Alger Hiss, la*e 
Pressman. Nathan Witt and John 
Abt started throwing their weight 
around.
